The ultim atum assum ed more im­ 
portance today as the tim e of expira­ 
tion drew near. 
President 
Ebert's 
failure to find a man to form a new 
cabinet threw the whole problem on 
the miniatry which has pledged to re­ 
main In office until a new chancellor 
is found. 


T. S. Desire* Germany to Accept 
Demand. 
W ashington, 
May 9—T h e 
United 
States governm ent desires Germany 
to accept the latest reparations de­ 
mands of the allies, it was learned on 
high authority today. 
Officials did 
not say w h ith er this attitude of the 
United States bad been communicated 
to the German government, hut it was 
assum ed It had been made known to 
Am erican Commissioner 
Dr esc I 
in 
Berlin and by him outlined to Ger­ 
many. 
President H arding and Secretary of 
State H ughes are understood to feel 
that acceptance by Germany of the 
demand offers the hest and probbaly 
the only solution of the present crisis 
facing Europe in the reparations is­ 
sue. 
The latest Allied demand for rep ar­ 
ations from Germany has been re­ 
garded as most lenient. 
The demand 
for $226,000,000,000 gold m arks were 
opposed by this governm ent as too 
drastic. 


Charles H. Burke of South Dakota, 
form er member of congress and chair- 
man of the house Indian affairs com- 
mittee, has been named by President 
H arding to be com missioner of Indian 
affairs. 


Japan Rapidly Increases 
Her Air Equipment

ing to the biggest Japanese com pan­ 
ies which a te under obligations, be­ 
cause of subsidies, to the Japanese 
government. 
Great interest Is being taken in a 
large num ber of airplaner and one 
Zeppelin, which Japan is receiving as 
her share of the German spoils and 
which are now arriving in consider­ 
able 
numbers.

iir forces, which are without doubt 
tile weakest part of her defense.
